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R . INFORMATION ON USSR MEAT AND DAIRY INDUSTRY,
o0 ; APRIL - JUNE 1953

[Eomment: This report presents a compiletion, from April -
June 1953 Soviet newspapers and periodicals, of information on
the Soviet meat and dairy industry. Data is given on meat and
dairy production, plan fulfillments, corpleted and contemplated
construction, and mechanization.

USSR

In 1955, production of butter in the USSR is to be 1.7 times and produc-
tion of -heese more than twice as great as in 1940.(1)

In 7950, as compared with 1940, production of sausage and smoked meats
was 80 percent greater in the Urals, 6k percent greater in Eastern Siberia, and
more than twice as great in the Far East.(2)

During the Fifth Five-Year Plan, production of meat in the USSR is to in-
. crease not less than 14 percent annuelly. By the end of the plan period, meat
production is to be twice as great as it was in 191+O.(l)
Latvian SSR

During the Fifth Five-Year Plan, production of butter in the republic is
to incrvease 80 percent and production of cheese 85 percent.(3)
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The Rige Poultry Factory has been put into operatioix and produces up to
200 metric tons of meat daily. Reconstruction of the Riga and Valmera meat
combines is to be completed by the end of the Fifth Five-Ye.. Plan.

In 1955, as compared with 1950, production of sausage goods in the republic
is to be approximately 50 percent greater; ieat dumplings twice as great,
ground meat patties twice as great » 8nd bacon seven times as great.(l)

Lithuanian SSR

The Shyaulyay City Dairy produced 3 metric tons of ice cream and 2 metric
tons of melted butter above the April 1953 plan.(5)

Ukrainian SSR

In 1952, . dairy enterprises of the republic produced 22 percent, more cheese
than in 1951, 1In 1953, they are to produce 5,660 metric tons of skim milk prod-
ucts above the 1953 plan. ’

In 1953, meat enterprises of the Ministry of Light and Food Industry
U}crail(:ée;.n SSR are to produce 400 metric tons of sausage goods sbove the 1953
plan.

Moldavian SSR

During the first 5 days of April, the Kishinev City Deiry produced more
than 6,000 kilograms of milk products above plan.{7)

Construction of a large new butter and cheese plant in Dmitriyev-L'govskiy,
Kurskaya Oblast, had been completed by 28 May 1953. The new plant 15 to process
more than 30 ,000 quintals of milk annually. 3By the end of 1953 5, five more such
enterprises are to be in operation in the oblast, A large milk-canning combine k
is under construction in Volokonovskiy Rayon.
